MG LEk (Daniel Ellsberg ); Michael Balaban, attorney 
for Anthony Joseph Russo, Jr., friend and associate of Daniel 
Ellsberg, has filed motions to be heard on 10/1/71 before a 
U.S. District Judge in Los Angeles. One of these motions, if 
upheld, would in effect provide that if Russo were to appear 
before the Federal Grand Jury, the Government would be ordered 
to record and provide him'with a transcript of his testimony. 

A second motion seeks an order from the Judge instructing the 
Government to take no action against Russo for any testimony 
he might possibly provide. Russo is presently incarcerated at 
the Terminal Island Federal Prison in the Los Angeles area, 
after being jailed for contempt of court which stemmdd from his- 
refusal to testify before a Federal Grand Jury and after he had 
been granted Immunity.

In approximately October, 1969, Anthony Joseph 
Russo, Jr., friend and associate of Daniel Ell&berg, reportedly 
was precent with Ellsberg and others during the reproduction of 
classified documents in Los Angeles, California. The documents 
involved reportedly were obtained fr oh tho Rand Corporation. 

On August 16, 1971, Russo was cowaitted to Jail in Los Angeles 
following his refusal to testify before a Federal Grand Jury 
and after he had been granted Immunity. 


On October 1, 1971, Btisso appeared before Judgo Warren 
Ferguson, United States District Court, Loa Angelos, California, - 
at which time bo wtt3 asked by Judge Ferguson if he waa prepared - 
to testify before a Fodoral Grand Jury. Russo replied he would 
answer ell "relevant** questions. Judge Ferguson rulod that 
Russo could purge hlnsclf of tho contempt citation provided ho 
answered "any and all questions" put forth by the Government. 

Re cot Russo's Grand Jury appearance for October 18, 1971, and 
ordered Russo*s Immediate release from custody. Judge Ferguson 
ordered tho United States Attorney to provide a reporter for tho 
Grand Jury session at which Russo testifies and that a transcript 
be made available to Russo within 3G hours. Judge Ferguson 
enjoined Russo from Raking any copies of tho transcript or 
commercializing in any manner on tho transcript. 


Daniel Ellnbcrg, among others, won present at tho 
tin* Russo appeared before Judge Ferguson. Subsequent to 
Russo's app-earanco Kllsberg, Russo and an individual identified 
tist Anthony Lucas departed Los Angeles by piano en route to 
Chicago, Illinois. Ellnberg paid for Russo's plane ticket 
and Lucas paid for hla ticket with an American Airlines credit 
card boaring his nano and tho address of "Tho Now York Tinea?

On 10/6/71 BUTLER coopera¬ 
tively made telephonic contact and voluntarily offerred an in¬ 
vestigative lead concerning a possible difference in the volume 
numbering system U3ed by DOD and Rand Corporation. Results of 
interview of BUTLER on 10/5/71 and 10/6/71 were reported in 
L 03 Angeles summary teletypes on above dates and have been 
appropriately recorded on FD-302*s. . 

Continuing contact will be maintained with BUTLER at 
the Rand Corporation office. Over a period of time, it is 
anticipated that the answers to the- posed questions can be 
obtained in a casual manner, bearing in mind that BUTLER may 
inadverteley answer some of the more personal questions if posed 
more extemporaneously than in a planned interview. 

Los Angeles doe 3 not recommend that BUTLER be re-sub¬ 
poenaed before a Grand Jury at this time as the possibility 
exists that she will become completely hostile and her value as 
a key Government witness diminished.

Los Angeles, California, had advised that the 47-volume study 
known as the "McNamara Study" was received at the Rand Corpora¬ 
tion in Santa Monica on October 3» 1969* It was her recollection 
that this was a Friday and the shipment arrived late in the 
afternoon. 

She produced the original pink cover sheet for each 
volume which are entitled "Top Secret Record Access." On the 
upper right hand portion of each sheet is a line, "date received." 
After this notation aDpears the date October 3 , 1969. On the 
lower portion of these sheets is a section designed as the 
"charge out" section and- appears the name, date and purpose for 
any individual handling each particular volume. 


On volume IV.E.l, the first item is the date 
October 22, 1969, followed by her name and the purpose for 
handling is "log and attach access record." She stated that 
this has been a stock phrase used by her and to be absolutely 
correct, the purpose should be "attach access record," inasmuch 
as she had previously logged these documents into a black loose- 
leaf notebook entitled "Top Secret Log Number She referred 

to "Top Secret Log Number 5," and from this determined that all 
the documents were logged in this book between October 9, 1969, 
and October 20, 1969.

Subsequent to this entry appears the date October 
the name D. tfLLSBERG, and the purpose is "read."

She stated that, to her knowledge, D. ELLSBERG 
did not have possession of any of the volumes of the 
47-volume "McNamara Study" outside of the normal security 
procedure at Rand Corporation. She stated that

the voluir.es being charged out to him October 23 , 1969 
but under no circumstances v/ould she allow him to take then 
out of her office without being properly charged out. 

JAIJ 3UTLZR added that the "Top Secret Record of 
Access io no. a log but a record of access and accounta¬ 
bility for each top secret document. 

JAN BUTLER stated in regard to the "Tod Secret 
Record of Access" sheet for Volume IV.C. H, the initials 
appearing after the name LLLS3ZEG are hers. She 
reviewed the "Top Secret Record of Access" for the "Me Ilanara 
S^udy ana noted several other occassic.ns where someone else 
signed ELLS3ZRG's name. In each of these instances, the 
name is in her handwriting followed by her initials! No 
one else signed for ELLSBZRG in the "Me Narrara Study" 
except ELLSBZRG himself or she. She stated that at the time 
an individual takes possession of a "Top Secret" document 
they execute a receipt v;hich she retains. The individual* 
takes possession of the document to which is attached the 
Tcp Secret Record of Access". The individual is supoosed 
to enter the date of receipt, sign his name, and, in*the 

appropriate place, enter the reason for taking possession of 
tne document. 

She stated that she does not see the "Top Secret 
Record of Access" until it is returned to her attached to the 
lop Secret document. At this time she returns the receipt 
for the document to the individual who had possession of it. 
In the event thf^ i^ividual has not entered the date of 
receipt and signed hi^name, she, in the past, has entered 
the date of receipt, ^gnea the individual's name, and placed 
her initials after the name. 

t..c^e instances wnere she entered the date and 
signed the individual's name, she ostained the date from the 
receipt. In those instances where only the month and 
year appeared next to the name, she had failed to get the 
exact date before returning the receipt to the individual, 
and she was forced just to put the month-and the year.
